Fulton Couny voters outside At- 
lanta’s city limits Tuesday voted 
down a_ constitutional amend- 
ment which would have removed 
the homestead exemption of $2,000 
from the 15-mill school operating 
tax levied in the Fulton School 
District outside Atlanta. 

Fulton School District voters, 
however, passed a second amend- 
ment allowing for issuance of 
school bonds totaling 10 per cent 
of the school tax digest—raising 
the present legal limit of 7 per 
cent of the digest. 


Fulton County School District’s 
25 precincts—which decide pas- 
sage of these amendments,’ re- 
gardless of voting elsewhere—re- 
ported this unofficial count in the 
“vital area’: Amendment 32 
(homestead exemption), 4,399 
against and 2,940 for; Amend- 
ment 33 (tax digest), 3,776 for 
and 2,706 against.

Bringing women to the ballot 
box has had an over-all good 
effect. By no means all of them 
vote as do their husbands or 
families. Indeed, a careful sur- 
vey will show that the large in- 
crease in independent votes 
comes from the feminine regis- 
trants. 


They bring, too, more ideal- 
ism. It was the ladies who pro- 
vided the great majority for 
Gen. Eisenhower in 1952.

But by 11.10 p. m., after digesting a few million more 
figures, Univac decided the Democrats would gain the House 
control by 247 to 187 and the Senate control by 52 to 43. 

In 1952, Univac correctly predicted a Republican landslide 
at 8:30 p. m. on election night.

As election night wore on the early 
and overwhelming victory of Averell Har- 
riman, who smashed the Dewey machine 
to become governor of New York State, 
made it* probable that dawn’s early light 
would find the Republican party in 
retreat. 

The Eisenhower crusade, which was 
shackled by the Joe McCarthy and the 
isolationist factions, and also by the Presi- 
dent's lack of positive leadership, lost 
momentum almost from the time he offi- 
cially was inaugurated in office. The 
professionals about the President never 
really believed in the crusade and the 
amateurs who devoutly did believe in it 
were politically inept. Between these two 
forces the farmer and the urban worker 
felt they were being neglected in favor 
of the traditional Republican “trickle- 
dewn-from-the-top” policy. 

Harriman’s stunning upset of the 
Dewey forces came because the state’s 
dairy farmers, in traditionally Republi- 
can upstate New York, voted Democratic 
to join with the big Democratic majority 
in New York City. In addition, such 
habitually Republican cities as Buffalo 
and Albany, long Dewey strongholds, also 
went Democratic. 

At midnight it was almost certain 
that the dawn would disclose a substan- 
tial Democratic revival after the defeat 
of 1952. The Republican “crusade” had 
been beautifully gift-wrapped and well- 
advertised in 1952 when the people 
clamored to buy it. By 1954 it was ob- 
vious they are turning to other products. 

The capture of New York with its 
tremendous bloc of electoral votes is 
easily the most significant of all the many 
factors in the amazing Democratic come- 
back.

The New Congress 


When President Dwight B, Eisenhower 
came from the television studio on Mon- 
day evening, having finished a final 
appeal to the people to go out and vote, 
he said to James Hagerty, press secre- 
tary: 

“By golly, sometimes you- get 
@f all this clackety-clack.” 

It was not meant to be overheard, of 
course. 

But, it was what the man felt. 

Politics, the partisan pull and tug of 
it, are utterly foreign to his nature. He 
dislikes all. of it. He pays as little atten- 
tion to it as possible, trusting the profes- 
sionals. Hence, he could say, with truth, 
at a press conference last Wednesday that 
he had not read the Republican campaign 
speeches by Vice President Nixon and 
others, and then could, two days later, 
make one written for him along the line 
being followed by Nixon—a line which 
had accused the Democrats of treason 
and disloyalty. 

On Monday night Nixon, since he had 
done all the damage he could, recanted 
by saying he did not believe the Demo- 
crats disloyal or treasonable. It was typi- 
cal of Nixon. But it disgusted the Presi- 
dent that he had to be a part of such 
clackety-clack. : 

Certainly the President does not wish 
again to be a candidate. But, likely he 
does not himself know what he will 
do about it. Some have argued a Demo- 
cratic victory would fire him to “vindi- 
cate’ his administration. Others, who 
know him well, say he will be so fed up 
with clackety-clack he will not subject 
himself to “another Nationwide campaign 
of the same. Defeat would fire up 
the old isolationist-McCarthy wing of the 
party. The President gained nothing by 
his appeasement of the Wisconsin 
problem. 

There is just one thing of which we 
may be sure. 

When the final results are in—no 
matter which party controls Congress — 
the moderates of both parties will do the 
real controlling — as they did all through 
Harry Truman's vears and as they have 
done through President Eisenhower's 
first two. 

And that is a comforting fact.

More Sit 
Vital to Saving Lives 


After a recent. horrific 
when the traffic toll mounted to 17 dead, 
a few critics sounded off. “What’s become 
of the Uniform Traffic Code?” they asked. 
“We thought it was going to reduce 
deaths on Georgia highways.” 

The question merits an answer. 

The number of fatalities in the state 
is up for the year. That is a sad and 
shameful fact. But we do not think the 
Uniform Traffic Code is to blame. 

Laws are tools in the hands of arrest- 
ing officers and of the courts. Georgia 
has too few patrolmen for a vigorous ap- 
plication of rules of the road. 

A recent feature article on the state

patrol emphasized that fact—two troop- 
ers in one car assigned to a 12-hour patrol 
of state highway mileage in four counties. 
One might as well send two men out 
with swing blades and expect them to do 
a clean job of cutting the weeds from 
the road shoulders over that same 
mileage. 

The deficiency of patroP personnel is 
not peculiar to Georgia. The Raleigh 
News and Observer urged recently that 
the North Carolina patrol strength be in- 
creased. 


“Never manned sufficiently to do a 
thorough job, the State Highway Patrol 
is treading water,” the Raleigh daily said. 
“The 20 per cent increase requested 
would merely give the patrol the same 
strength on the basis of number of auto- 
mobiles on the highways that it had 
three years ago.” 


In Georgia, 20 percent wouldn't be 
nearly enough. Double the size of the 
patrol and step up its vigilance and the 
difference will be marked. 

Gov.-Elect Marvin Griffin has pledged 
his administration to an increase in pa- 
trol strength. There is no time to lose. 
The mileage of paved roads increases, the 
number of auto registrations jumps each 
year, the driver still doesn’t comprehend 
the importance of compliance. 

Only enforcement can make our high- 
ways safe. So far in Georgia it’s a losing 
battle.

Navigable Rivers Bring 


In More New Industries 


This is the air age, and to some of the 
modern-minded, the transport of goods 
by water is as old fashioned as a hand 
churn. 

But is it? Not by a long shot. A group 
of businessmen with investments in the 
Ohio Valley are concerned about the state 
of navigation on the Ohio River. Tonnage 
is so great that the locks are obsolete. If 
the river is to continue to serve that area 
as it should, new and bigger locks must 
be put in. 

The Ohio has been a great artery of 
commerce since the days of the early set- 
tlers. Romantically it reached its peak in 
the pre-railroad days when floating pal- 
aces.carried goods and people along its 
course. Right now the Ohio is busier than 
ever before in its history, but the fancy 
steamboats have given way to barges and 
diesel towboats. : 

The present system of locks that con- 
trols the depth of the channel was in- 
stalled 30 to 50 years ago. Progressive 
businessmen laughed then, and said that 
railroads had killed the river and the 
locks were money wasted. 

Time proved them wrong. Last year 
traffic on the Ohio from Pittsburgh to 
Cairo, Ill. amounted to 64,000,000 tons, 
about twice the paid tonnage that went 
through the Panama Canal. 

A river attracts industry, for industry 
uses a lot of water. A navigable river is 
doubly attractive, for heavy industry 
likes to move raw materials and finished 
products by water whenever possible. 

The Ohio, which has been made re- 
liably navigable by locks and dams, has 
proved so attractive to industry that the 
freight it now must carry has outgrown 
the facilities provided for handling it. 

In comparison with the Ohio the Chat- 
tahoochee is small, but it has been certi- 
fied by the Army Engineers as a stream 
that easily can be made navigable from 
Atlanta to the Gulf. 

There remains the 


nomics, the 


matter of 
question of whether the 
volume of freight the Chattahoochee 
would carry would justify the cost of 
the locks and dams. 

Based on the history of the Ohio, it 
assuredly would. If the Chattahoochee 
were made navigable to Atlanta next 
barge line operators would’ find 
plenty of business. And like expressways 
and toll roads, the navigable river doubt- 
less would generate more new 
than even the most optimistic promoters 
of the idea can now foresee.

The people residing in Griffin now 
pay their school tax in the county 
tax collector's office. 


The city school tax in 1952 was 
10% mills. The county school tax, 
now paid by taxpayers in the 
county and city, is 15 mills. To 
offset the loss caused by home- 
stead exemptions at the time of 
the merger, the tax assessors of 
Spalding County increased all real 
estate by 16 2-3 per cent. The tax- 


payer living in Griffin now paying. 


15 mills on his property (less 
homestead exemption) is subject 
to the same tax he formerly paid 
before the merger. 

The state constitution now places 
a ceiling of 15 mills for school 
purposes. 

The State of Georgia is now pay- 
ing 60 per cent of the system's 


The tax assessors of 
Spalding County have done an out- 
standing job in. the reappraisal of 
property.

He was little heard of in the 
campaign, and was: an issue only 
here and there and only inciden- 
tally, that is, in an obvious and 
visible fashion. 

But, it is ventured, he was an 
intangible issue of considerable 
consequence. 

That was because of things that 
happened some time back, which 
may be almost forgotten now but 
which. had a long-range effect. This 
was the sequence of events that 
comprised the senator's bullying 
of the then new Eisenhower re- 
gime. It began very early in the 
administration, you may recall, 
with his attacks on the State De- 
partment’s Voice of America and 
information program, which had 
Secretary of State Dulles flinching 
and retreating. From there the 
senator moved upon Harold Stas- 
sen's Foreign Operations Adminis- 
tration and then, as a climax, to 
the Defense Department where the 
President finally decided a stand 
must be made. Consequently, we 
got the public inter-administration 
brawl! on television. 

It is just a guess, but it is sug- 
gested that many voters who pre- 
viously had high hopes of the new

Accordingly, while the “‘trial’* 
may seem like an anticlimax, it 
has its meaning for the Repub- 
lican Party. For that reason it will 
be observed closely to see whether 
the administration leadership is 
still gun-shy of the Wisconsin sen- 
ator and the GOP Old Guard and 
will compromise with him and it, 
or whether it will stand up resoe 
lutely and defy both.

Mrs. Marie Coons Works Closely With Boys and Girls 


Detention Home First 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 
Crimes of parents often put 


children in the detention home at 


Fulton County Juvenile Court. 

Not all wards of the court are 
there because they’re considered 
juvenile delinquents. Many are 
victims of neglect by their par- 
ents. 

“And neglect at home breeds 
delinquency,”’ points out Juvenile 
Court Judge W. W. Woolfolk. 

Juvenile Court officials work 
closely with law enforcement of- 
ficers, the Welfare Department 
and Traveler’s Aid Society to 
give youngsters in trouble a way 
out of their difficulties. Some 
are runaway boys and. girls; 
some have been abandoned by 
their parents; others are there 
because of improper guardian- 
ship and neglect. 

For these, the detention home 
is a haven. 


WAIT OUT 


There, young people wait out 
the disposition of their particu- 
lar case behind locked doors, 
under constant supervision. For 
the most part, this supervision is 
welcomed by the youngsters. It 
is ladled out flavored with kind- 
ness and understanding. 


Mrs. Marie Coons, counsellor 
at the detention home, has dis- 
covered that ‘‘all youngsters re- 
spond to kindness.”’ 


“We try to let the children 
know that we're sorry they're 
here, but we'll try to take good 
care of them during their stay 
with us,”’ Mrs. Coons explains. 
“Once they realize this is not a 
place for punishment, they set- 
tle down to the routine without 
much trouble.” 

One case to recently come to 
the attention of the Court in- 
volved an Atlanta couple, par- 
ents of a 3-year-old son. The par- 
ents, both professional people, 
were “‘intoxicated for several 
days and neglected the child,’ 
reports a case worker. 


The child, who was left to run 
around at will, she describes as 
‘“‘warm natured and intelligent.” 

On one occasion, neighbors 
discovered him running down the 
street with no clothes on. An- 
other time, a stranger rescued 
him from dangerous traffic. 
ADJUSTED 

After a period in the deten- 
tion home, “‘he adjusted beau- 
tifully."” The boy was placed by 
Officials in the Atlanta Child's 


Home, while his parents are un- 
dergoing treatment to adjust 
themselves to their responsibili- 
ties toward him. 

Lost children often wait out 
the reunion with their parents at 
the detention home. 

“We care for them, most 
tearfully,’’ officials say, ‘‘un- 
til their parents are located. 
It’s not unusual to see a dis- 
traught father burst into tears 
when reunited with his child.”’

While she admits that a 
few of the older girls may be a 
bit hard, she says: 

“The youngsters know we want 
to help them and, after the first 
confusing hours, they are no 
longer antagonistic toward us.”

Installment Credit 
Slips in This Area

It was just a year ago at this time that jill install- 


ment credit outstanding in the Sixth Federal Reserve District 


reached an all-time peak of $587.2 million. 


Until that time the economy had. been going great guns. Or | 


so it appeared. 


But the so-called “inventory recession’ had been gathering 
momentum for three months. Production and employment had | 


begun to fall. 


And by November of 1953 many gf the nation’s economic | 
barometers—including consumer credit—began to reflect the phy- | 


sical changes which had already taken place: 


Installment buying continued in its slump month after month | 
until last May when it stopped at $544 million, the lowest point | 


in more than a year. 

Then came an upturn. 

Consumer installment credit in the Atlanta district edged up 
$2.3 million in June. The next month it gained $3.7 million, and 
in August it continued to increase by reaching $551.3 million. 


It looked like the downtrend had been reversed—a new trend 
established. 


But in September, the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta re OPerating in the inauguration at) “This is the earliest early 


ported Tuesday, total consumer installment credit outstanding in 
the district slipped to $549.7 million. 

Here’s what happened: Personal loans dipped from $97.8 
million to $96.6 million, still the second highest point in history; 
repair and modernization loans slid to $79.2 million, lowest in 
more than a year; while other installment loans dropped from 
$112.6 million to $111.2 million. 

Automobile loans, on the other hand, rose $2.3 million. 

Some speculation laid the September dip to drought condi- 
tions which brought on multimillion-dollar crop losses through- 
out the state. 

No one knows what effect this factor will have on retail 
credit and cash transactions in the final quarter of the year, but 
even with federal aid there is no indication at this time that 
farmers will be buying anything other than absolute necessities. 

Georgia businessmen, of course, have been counting on 
surge of activity in the last three months of this year to lift sales 
to an all-time high. 

In view of the agricultural disaster, the burden of these 
hopes rests with those employed in Georgia’s greatly diversified

Georgia stood second among all customs districts in the 
United States and its possessions in rate of increase in dollar 
value of goods passing through its ports to foreign countries in 
the first seven months of this year as compared with the same 
1953 period, the Atlanta field’ office of the U.S. Commerce De- 
partment announced. 

The gain amounted to 183.4 per cent, or $44.5 million this 
year as compared with $15.7 million a year ago. At the same 
time, Georgia imports rose 7.6 per cent. In the U.S. as a whole, 


exports dipped 4.6 per cent in vaiue while imports were off 7.4 
per cent.
